■ WHERE did the inspiration for the 
Branscombe music festival come from? 

I HAVE had a house in Branscombe for over 15 
years. Around five years ago I put on a 
concert in the Village Hall and it was a 
resounding success, accruing a lot of local 
support. I then thought that a festival would be 
a good way to bring more people to the village, 
to visit the beautiful St Winifred's church, the 
beach, the village hall and, of course, to 
patronise the local pubs, cafes and hotels. 

■ THIS is the third Branscombe Music 
festival, how has it developed since 
you first started? 

THE festival is going from strength to strength 
and has had a fantastic reaction from the local 
community. Over the last three years we've 
been spreading the word to ensure that as 
many people as possible - from Devonshire 
and beyond - can experience all that the 
festival has to offer. 

■ WHO will be performing at the festival?

I'M hugely looking forward to each and every 
performance - each artist brings something 
unique to the festival - but I have to say that 
the procession through the village by the Band 
of the Royal Marines followed by a free concert 
on Branscombe Beach will be quite spectacular! 

■ WHAT should festivalgoers 
be looking out for? 

THE Royal Marines procession is definitely not 


one to miss. Also over the weekend there will 
be a hog roast and a cream tea - both real 
treats. In terms of faces to look out for, our 
presenter PetrocTrelawny will be around 
and should make things quite lively, as will 
all of the performers, no doubt! 

■ WHAT makes the Branscombe 
music festival unique? 

IT HAS an idiosyncratic mission: to host 
world-class performers in Branscombe village's 
intimate, unusual settings, from St Winifred's 
Church to the idyllic Branscombe beach. Also, 
given the number of people the festival brings 
to the village, it creates excellent opportunities 
to support local businesses. 

■ DOES the festival raise money? 

YES, fundraising is definitely an important part 
of the festival, and the causes we support are 
chosen with great care. Last year a proportion 
of ticket sales were donated to the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution - a life-saving 
charity with whom Branscombe has strong 
ties - and this year we will be donating to St 
Winifred's Church fund.

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Special care baby unit remains but no promises 
over future of children's ward at county hospital 


HEALTH services planners say there are no 
plans to make changes to the Special Care 
Baby Unit at Dorset County Hospital. 

Protestors had claimed that the Clinical 
Commissioning Group was planning to shut 
the unit along with the children's Kingfisher 
Ward. 

But CCG chairman Dr Forbes Watson said he 
is unable to make any promises about the fu¬ 


ture of the Kingfisher Ward. The news comes 
while a review of services continues as the 
NHS in the county faces up to a projected 
£200million shortfall by 2021. 

Detailed proposals are expected to be pub¬ 
lished in August, followed by a 12-week con¬ 
sultation period after which the feedback will 
be independently reviewed. A final set of 
proposals will be considered by the commis¬ 
sioning body in the spring of 2016. 


But even then some of the proposals could 
take anywhere between five and ten years to 
implement. 

The driving factor, apart from cost, accord¬ 
ing to the CCG, is improving services and set¬ 
ting up centres where there is a round the 
clock consultant presence, something Dorset 
does not have at the moment. 

This thinking has led to investigation of the 


Kingfisher Ward at Dorchester changing to 
an assessment centre with a specialist chil¬ 
dren's centre in either Poole or Bournemouth 
for overnight, or longer, stays. More complex 
paediatric cases from Dorset are already 
treated in Southampton. 

The CCG says it is keen to get as many peo¬ 
ple as possible involved in the consultation 
process.

Renewable energy on the rise 


REGEN SW claim that renewable electricity capacity 
in the South West grew by 88 per cent from April 
2014 to March 2015 - to over 2.2 GW. 

The organisation say that this means that the region 
now generates 14 percent of its electricity from re¬ 
newable sources - enough to power 1.3 million typi¬ 
cal homes. 

The “South West Renewable Energy Progress Re¬ 
port”, produced annually since 2004, shows the re¬ 
gion leads the way nationally in small and community 
scale renewables. The south west has 23 per cent of 
the capacity supported by the government’s Feed in 
Tariff, more than any other UK region. The report 
authors also claims that renewables has attracted £3 
billion of investment and created over 12,000 jobs. 

The biggest growth area over the last year have 
been 958MW of solar PV, 111MW of biomass and 
31 MW from onshore wind. 

“Renewable energy in the south west is growing at 
a pace that would have been hard to believe just a few 
years ago,” said Merlin Hyman, chief executive of 
Re gen SW. “The story in the South West of England 
is part of a global shift in investment from fossil fuels 
to clean energy.” 

“Despite this strong growth, the south west is not 
on track to meet our national target of driving 15 per 
cent of our energy from renewable sources by 2020. 
Investment in projects, new technology, infrastructure 
and skills is still being hampered by mixed policy 
messages, financial uncertainty and, in some areas, 
by planning and grid constraints. This shortfall is a 
lost opportunity to deliver more high skilled jobs, in¬ 
novation and export prospects in a growing world 
market.” 

The report calls for consistent and stable policy 
measures that reduce subsidies in line with falling 
costs, and that extend beyond 2020; a new partnership 
between renewable energy companies and local com¬ 
munities at the heart of all projects; investment in grid 
infrastructure and energy storage technologies and a 
joined up energy and industrial strategy that supports 
innovation, business investment and skills to create 
long term economic growth. 

“We also need a mix of all renewables’ technolo¬ 
gies,” added Merlin. “While solar PV, onshore wind 


and biomass are currently our best performers, the de¬ 
ployment of offshore wind off the Dorset coast has 
the potential to make the largest contribution to the 
amount of renewable energy we generate and wave 
and tidal energy have an exciting future.” 

Help is at hand 

A NEW website www.advicedorset.org.uk has 
been launched to help people in the county find 
advice when they need it. 

It offers information about welfare benefits, 
debt, housing and other day-to-day areas where 
information and advice might be needed. 

The website is one of the outcomes of the Con¬ 
necting Advice in Dorset project, which is funded 
by the National Lottery through the Big Lottery 
Fund.The project, led by Citizens Advice in Dorset 
with Shelter, Ansbury, Dorset Race Equality Coun¬ 
cil and the 9 individual bureaux, works to build 
networks between organisations which provide 
advice, and to help them become more resilient 
and sustainable. 

Highways on TV 

DORSET'S highways teams feature in a new TV 
programme - 'Stop! Roadworks Ahead', a new 
Channel 5 series, which is just starting on Mondays 
at 8pm. 

Andrew Martin, head of highways, said: "It will 
give a great insight into the work every highways 
authority tackles, and it will give you a sense of 
what is to come." 

While in Dorset, the film crew captured a variety 
of work on camera including gritting, road recon¬ 
struction on the A35 in Christchurch, drainage 
works in Melbury Abbas, bridge repair work in 
Dorchester, night work on the Bournemouth A338 
and the work that goes into maintaining trees, 
verges and hedges."

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Council cannot afford to subsidise'extra care'homes 


TENANTS in two ‘extra care’ council homes in 
Weymouth and Portland could see their rents in¬ 
crease under a review started by Dorset County 
Council. 

The council provides the services at Foylebank 
Court, Portland and Westhaven House, Weymouth. 

Similar schemes are run by the authority in 
Blandford and Christhurch. 

All of the schemes offer tenants the opportunity 
for more independence, having their own front 
door while having the reassurance of staff on-site

less of their ability to pay. 

But the Care Act 2014 give councils discretion to 
charge for care and support provision in extra care 
housing if people can afford to pay. 

A public consultation is taking place on charges 
for extra care schemes, and residents in the 
schemes are asked to comment on options ranging 
from exempting residents from the increase, to 
charging the full cost of services from January 
2016. 


Cllr Jill Haynes, Cabinet member for adult so¬ 
cial care, said: “In times of financial austerity, the 
council can no longer afford to charge less for a 
service than it costs to provide. 

“However, residents in extra care housing are en¬ 
titled to a financial assessment and the full charge 
would only be made to those assessed as able to 
afford to pay it. 

“The aim is to create a fair and transparent sys¬ 
tem of charges for adult social care services. We 
also have to charge contributions that meet the 
new legal requirements. 

“In the past, people have told us they expect to 
pay something towards their services if they can 


afford it. We want to encourage people to have 
their say on the proposals before we make any de¬ 
cisions, and we are contacting everyone affected 
individually, as well as organising public meet¬ 
ings.” 

The consultation will run until September 30th 
and residents will have a chance to give their 
views online, or attend meetings at the homes. 
There will also be opportunities for one to one 
meetings for those concerned, and all residents 
have been offered the opportunity to have a finan¬ 
cial assessment before the consultation closes, so 
that they know the financial impact it may have on 
them. 


Review of dog controls 

RESIDENTS, organisations and visitors are being invited to 
have their say on a review of current dog related orders in 
Weymouth and Portland. 

The borough council is required to consult on current dog 
related orders and proposed changes under the new Anti- 
Social Behaviour, Crime and Policing Act 2014. 

Following consultation, Dog Control Orders will become 
part of Public Space Protection Orders (PSPOs).The bor¬ 
ough council is required to consult on these orders every 
three years to ensure public engagement and considera¬ 
tion of public views. 

The survey began last week and will run for the next 11 
weeks until October 2nd. For more information and to have 
your say please visit dorsetforyou.com/your-say-dogs. 

The results of the consultation will be reported to the 
council's Policy Development Committee on December 
12th. 

Weymouth and Portland community safety spokesman 
Councillor Francis Drake said: "In order to inform decision 
making for the borough, we'd like to obtain views from as 
many respondents as possible. 

"This consultation is an opportunity for all interested par¬ 
ties to have their say on what is the best way forward for 
the PSPOs in the borough."

Oil spill exercise to protect 
Weymouth habour mouth 


EMERGENCY response crews 
have practised laying a boom 
across Weymouth Harbour and a 
section of the beach - replicating 
an oil spill. 

The Thursday exercise involved 
staff, and vessels, from the Oil 
Spill Response Limited team and 
local harbour staff. 

Around 200metres of shoreline 
boom in a cascade formation were 
laid first off the beach, close to the 
Pavilion, using equipment from 
the Earl II and an inflatable held 
on-board the vessel for shoreline 
work. The Earl 11 had travelled 


from Lymington to take part in the 
exercise. 

The second deployment took 
place around the running moorings 
just within the harbour entrance in 
front of the Nothe Fort, with one 
boom from the Nothe side of the 
harbour and a second from the 
ferry terminal. 

The team worked to the scenario 
that there had been oil pollution 
upstream and the boom was de¬ 
ployed to contains the oil within 
the harbour, whilst still enabling 
vessels to get in and out of the har¬ 
bour.

It is a 
common misconception 
that children already know 
how to think but the reality 
is that some children with 
learning difficulties have to 
be taught how to do this.

■ EXTRA care and support will be offered to blind 
and partially sighted people across Dorset - thanks 
to a £412,000 grant from the Big Lottery Fund. 

The money will be spread over five years - but 
comes too late to stop the redundancies of three 
of the six support staff who lost their jobs last year. 

Jaya Da Costa, from the Dorset Blind Association, 
said the money would allow the organisation to in¬ 
crease the support it provides for those with sight 
loss. 

"We are absolutely delighted,"she said. 

Working in partnership with other organisations 
the charity will deliver home visits, advocacy sup¬ 
port and social and activity clubs, some of which, 
including the one in Dorchester, have been at risk 
of closure. 

Lyn Cole, Big Lottery Fund England Director, said: 
"It's great to see how so many projects receiving 
National Lottery funding are being run by local 
people for local communities whether bringing 
generations together or helping others during dif¬ 
ficult times."

"We will be able to offer more appropriate services, 
reduce administration costs and compete more ef¬ 
fectively with doorstep lenders and the unregulated 
finance market." 

Credit unions are locally-based mutual financial or¬ 
ganisations, which rely on savers' deposits to pro¬ 
vide cash to make loans to members. 

The new group will apply to cover all of Dorset and 
all of Somerset - Camelot currently only covers 
south Somerset. 

Warning of fraudsters 

DORSET Police are warning that fraudsters are tar¬ 
geting individuals who have expressed an interest 
in an online loan. 

Unsolicited calls are made by fraudsters who ap¬ 
pear to be calling from a genuine company. They 
state that the recently applied for loan has been 
agreed, but an "advance fee" is required before the 
money can be transferred. 

Once these "fees" have been paid, either directly 
to the fraudsters' bank accounts or through a money 
service bureau, they are unrecoverable. 

The police say that authentic credit companies do 
not charge fees in advance and that people should 
be wary of anyone calling who says they represent 
a credit company.

Losing sight of why we have memorials 


Has the sun gone 
to their heads? 

I KNOW times move on but surely people still re¬ 
member what a car looks like. 

That may no longer be the case if the antics of 
pedestrians are anything to go by during recent 
festivals in the town. 

Those on foot have pavements and those driving 
vehicles have roads. It's as simple as that isn't it, but 
not for these simpletons it wasn't. 

In the space of a couple of hours I was con¬ 
fronted by people with a death wish simply step¬ 
ping out in front of me when the pedestrian 
crossing was on red, shoppers chatting together 
without a safety thought in their airy little heads 
as they stepped out almost under my wheels and 
even people calmly walking down a major road 
seemingly oblivious of fuming traffic crawling 
along behind them. 

When the town centre gets packed there has to 
be a bit of give and take but some people aren't 
giving enough thought and are taking too much 
mickey. 

Even motorists are starting to join in and one 
driver faced with a long queue to exit Weymouth 
Railway Station finally lost his temper and simply 
roared forward and out into traffic by illegally 
using the main entrance as an exit. 

Perhaps I will stay at home a bit more from now 
on and just avoid this madness until autumn 
comes and crowds thin out a bit. 


QUITE how we have got to this situation is beyond 
me, but there is now a restriction on war memorials 
in Weymouth. 

To be fair, there isn’t a ban but there is a require¬ 
ment that, if someone wants to put up a new war me¬ 
morial, then it will only be considered if the proposal 
plans to put it near the existing seafront cenotaph. 

Plans for Battle of Britain and Merchant Navy me¬ 
morials have already fallen foul of this stricture to the 
fury of those involved. 


IT has been described as Weymouth biggest eyesore, 
but the days of the council’s ugly box-like offices on 
North Quay are numbered. 

The authority has made a decision that it will not be 
leasing them out but favours selling the site to a de¬ 
veloper to knock it down and come up with an ac¬ 
ceptable development in its place. 

But what is an acceptable development and what 
should be permitted on such a prominent site? 

Well for a start off we don’t want a modern repeat 
of the type of vilified building which is there at the 
moment but nor do we want carte blanche for some 
flash architect to make a statement. 

The possibility of that happening is not as remote 
as you might think bearing in mind we already have 
to endure a number of artistic excesses, the stones on 
sticks at Littlemoor to name but one. 


If you want to be cold blooded about it then the 
council’s thinking behind this control is perfectly rea¬ 
sonable because councillors rightly point out that hav¬ 
ing new memorials near the cenotaph will allow 
every section of the Armed Forces to be honoured 
collectively rather than separately during commem¬ 
orative events. 

That’s all well and good in this climate of tri-council 
budget cutbacks, but the councillors who approved 
this restriction seem to have lost sight of the fact that 


So if the council goes for anything it should try and 
follow suggestions which have already been made to 
extend the Lower Harbour historic look up to the old 
fire station site where apartments are currently being 
built. 

The idea is to bring back the old High Street look, 
narrow North Quay and give this sweep of the har¬ 
bour a bit of character. 

What I wouldn’t want to see is an attempt made to 
give the scheme some sort of “highlight” building, 
some nightmare design of stainless steel and glass 
which obscurely claims to reflect Weymouth harbour 
past. 

Let us all hope what does come forward adds to the 
harbour scene and doesn’t leave us shaking our heads 
in disbelief. 


what this is really all about is honouring those who 
gave their lives for their country. 

I find it almost disrespectful that the focus seems to 
be on shovelling all memorials together for conven¬ 
ience sake rather than listening to what the groups in¬ 
volved are trying to do and attempting to 
accommodate them. 

It seems that the thousands of people who want to 
pay their respects to the fallen are being controlled by 
a different sort of “The Few” who, as councillors, 
would perhaps do well to talk a bit more with those 
involved rather than alienate so many people.

The answer is, of course, yes and don't forget 
one of those nice fizzy tablets to go with it. 

OK it may provoke a few looks of horror and 
disgust as you pop your choppers into your 
mouth and pour a glass full of water into the gut¬ 
ter but think of the nice fresh breath you'll have. 

I only mention all this because that's exactly 
what I saw one old woman do near Alexandra 
Gardens just before tucking in to some fish and 
chips. 

I'm sure progressive cafes welcome dental 
cleanliness. It's just a question of whether their 
customers would like it displayed so graphically!

DRIVING at night, particularly on unlit 
roads, can be a nerve-wracking experi¬ 
ence. Ford is developing new lighting 
technologies that will enable drivers to 
more easily identify potential hazards, in¬ 
cluding pedestrians, cyclists and animals. 

Ford's Camera-Based Advanced Front 
Lighting System can widen the beam at 
junctions and roundabouts to better illu¬ 
minate hazards that are not in the direc¬ 
tion of travel. New Spot Lighting 
technology helps draw the driver's atten¬ 
tion to pedestrians, cyclists and even large 
animals in the vehicle's path or even just 
off the road. 

"Many people who drive at night have 
had to quickly react to someone or some¬ 
thing suddenly appearing in the road - as 
if from nowhere. Ford's Camera-Based Ad¬ 
vanced Front Lighting System and Spot 
Lighting help ensure the driver is quickly 
alerted to people or animals that could 
present a danger," said Ken Washington, 
vice president, Ford Research and Ad¬ 
vanced Engineering. 

Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
System builds upon Ford's Adaptive Front 
Lighting System and Traffic Sign Recogni¬ 
tion, which are already available in Ford 


vehicles, to provide drivers with improved 
visibility at roundabouts, stop, and give 
way or yield signs. 

The system also uses GPS information to 
better illuminate bends and dips on a cho¬ 
sen route. Where GPS information is not 
available the technology uses a forward¬ 
facing video camera mounted in the rear¬ 
view mirror base to detect lane markings 
and predict the road's curvature, using the 
information to illuminate the area more ef¬ 
fectively. 

In a further evolutionary step, in those in¬ 
stances, the camera stores the information 
in the navigation system. When next the 
driver uses the same road again, the head¬ 
lights adapt to the course of the road au¬ 
tomatically to better light the way. 

Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
System was developed at Ford's European 
Research and Innovation Centre in 
Aachen, Germany, and Ford expects the 
technology to be available for customers 
in the near term. 

Spot Lighting - currently in the pre-de¬ 
velopment phase with Ford engineers in 
Aachen - uses an infra-red camera in the 
front grille to simultaneously locate and 
track up to eight people and bigger ani¬ 


mals, including larger dogs, at a range of 
up to 120 metres. 

The system can spotlight two hazards for 
the driver with a spot and a stripe on the 
road surface, illuminated by two special 
LED lamps next to the fog lights.The high¬ 
lighted objects are displayed on the screen 
inside the car, marked in a red or yellow 
frame, according to the proximity of the 
object and the level of danger presented. 

"Camera-Based Advanced Front Lighting 
can help make it easier for the driver to 
travel at night in unfamiliar surroundings, 
and to more easily see unexpected haz¬ 
ards. At roundabouts, for example, our sys¬ 
tem helps the driver to clearly see the exits 
- and check if cyclists and pedestrians are 
crossing the road,"said Michael Koherr, re¬ 
search engineer, Lighting Systems, Ford of 
Europe. "Spot Lighting makes potential 
hazards in the road ahead more easily vis¬ 
ible to the driver - whether that is a pedes¬ 
trian, a cyclist, or even a large animal." 

Road safety reports show that on unlit 
roads there is a significantly increased like¬ 
lihood of accidents, and that such acci¬ 
dents could involve personal injuries, or 
fatalities.* Ford is a leading innovator in 
lighting technology.

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Subaru 'hounds'the alarm on in-car dog safety 


SUBARU UK, the AA and Dogs 
Trust are calling on all animal 
lovers to consider their pets' 
wellbeing if travelling with them 
in the car over the summer, in 
particular to ensure their safety 
when in transit and also ensur¬ 
ing dogs are not left unattended 
in hot cars. 

In the coming weeks and 
months, thousands of families 
across the UK are likely to drive 
to their holiday destination, in 
the UK or on the continent, with 
the family dog as a passenger, 
potentially posing dangers both 
to human and animal occu¬ 
pants. 

Pet safety in a collision 

Subaru is encouraging all own¬ 
ers to place their pets'safety first 
when on the move to mitigate 
any potential harm in the event 
of a collision. If dogs are to travel 
in the main cabin of the vehicle 
they should be strapped in via a 
dedicated harness, however 
often the safest solution is for 


them to travel in the boot inside 
their own crate or behind an ap¬ 
proved dog guard. 

The AA in particular warns of 
pet passengers becoming 'ca¬ 
nine cannonballs'- unrestrained 
dogs that are thrown forward in 
the event of a crash. 

Max Holdstock, AA Patrol of 
the Year, says: "Any loose object 
in the car can become a danger¬ 
ous projectile in a crash, whether 
it's a first-aid kit, golf umbrella or 
even a pet. Unrestrained in a 
sudden impact of emergency 
stop, dogs can become'canine 
cannonballs' with potentially 
fatal consequences for both the 
animal and other passengers - 
for example, at 30 mph a 32-kilo 
Labrador or German Shepherd is 
thrown forward with the force 
equivalent to being hit by a baby 
elephant weighing 100 kilos. 

"Just as you wouldn't drive 
without a seatbelt, don't forget 
suitable pet restraints for your 
four-legged passengers." 


The call from Subaru UK comes 
at a time when Subaru US has 
just announced its collaboration 
with the Centre for Pet Safety in 
North America. Subaru US is 
funding important crash test re¬ 
search being carried out by the 
Centre, which carries out colli¬ 
sion-testing on a range of prod¬ 
ucts designed to improve the 
safety of four-legged passen¬ 
gers. The testing will help to es¬ 
tablish performance standards 
for the future development of 
pet safety accessories. 

Don't leave dogs in hot cars 

Dogs Trust, the UK's largest 
dog welfare charity, also warns 
dog owners of the dangers of 
leaving their pets in parked cars, 
even for a few minutes. 

Research undertaken by the 
charity shows that despite being 
a nation of dog lovers, more 
than one in four UK dog owners 
admitted to leaving their dogs 
unattended in cars. Almost half 
of us (48%) believe it is okay to 


leave a dog in a car if counter¬ 
measures are taken, such as 
parking under a tree or leaving a 
window open. 

However research has shown 
that in reality partially lowering 
the window has no significant 
effect on the temperature inside 
a parked car* and less than 20 
minutes in a hot car can prove 
fatal to a dog should its body 
temperature exceed 41 °C. 

As with our US cousins, in the 
UK Subaru has long been a 
favoured brand for dog owners.

Two-thirds of drivers won't take rest 
breaks on any long journey, 1AM finds 


AS MANY as 65 per cent of drivers on 
long journeys do not to stop to take rest 
breaks on the motorway because they 
don't feel they have any need to. While 79 
per cent of drivers will only choose to 
stop and take a rest if a motorway service 
area is located in a convenient place on 
their journey. 

The findings come from a recent survey 
conducted by road safety charity the In¬ 
stitute of Advanced Motorists (1AM), in 
which 1,753 people took part during June 
2015. 

The poll asked to what extent keeping 
hydrated and taking a break between 
long journeys is important to drivers and 
found many respondents did not con¬ 
sider taking a rest break essential unless 
they had a pressing reason. 

Findings further reveal that while many 
drivers prepare for a long journey before¬ 
hand - filling up their cars with fuel (85 
per cent) or programming in a destina¬ 
tion into their satnavs (over 60 per cent), 
only 50 per cent of drivers will plan to 


make arrangements to stop at a service 
station, and as little as two per cent fail to 
do any planning at all. 

An existing driving simulator study con¬ 
ducted by Loughborough University 
showed that even mild dehydration can 
be hazardous to drivers, suggesting it can 
have the same effect on someone that is 
driving while under the influence of 
drinks and drugs in terms of driver errors 
made - affecting mood, mental function¬ 
ing and changes in level of concentration. 

The lAM's survey findings suggest that 
many drivers fail to prioritise their wellbe¬ 
ing and alertness when they are behind 
the wheel simply because they don't take 
regular breaks on long journeys. 

Other major reasons as to why drivers 
do not consider taking a motorway break 
include: deeming the price of fuel at serv¬ 
ice stations too expensive (56 per cent) or 
citing that food, drinks and snacks at serv¬ 
ice stations are considerably overpriced 
(45 per cent). 

For drivers who do have a reason to stop 


at a motorway service station, over 94 per 
cent have said they only stop to use the 
toilet facilities. In fact, over a third of re¬ 
spondents consider a toilet break very im¬ 
portant on long distance routes and 75 
per cent would welcome more frequent 
continental style picnic and toilet only 
rest areas across motorways and main 
road networks. 

Sarah Sillars, lAM's chief executive offi¬ 
cer said: "Where drivers avoid taking rest 
breaks at a motorway service station, sim¬ 
ply because they want to reach a destina¬ 
tion quicker, raise the risk of making 
several mistakes and being involved in an 
incident. 

"Although participants have expressed 
an interest towards self-serving picnic 
and toilet sites, drivers must be encour¬ 
aged to take regular breaks every two 
hours at any type of service station. 

"Take a bottle of water with you before 
embarking on a long journey, keep hy¬ 
drated throughout and allow for some 
much-needed rest."

Twin Counties'Core Values 
hailed scheme a success 


DORSET & Wilts RFU has just success¬ 
fully completed a project to encourage 
their affiliated clubs to produce a 
simple action plan that would ensure they 
had an ongoing process in place to 
demonstrate that the five Core Values 
were embedded within the clubs ethos 
and culture. 

The Twin Counties Constituent Bodies 
volunteers have worked closely in part¬ 
nership with their two Rugby Develop¬ 
ment Officers to deliver the project. 

Teamwork, Respect, Enjoyment, Disci¬ 
pline and Sportsmanship are Rugby 
Union’s five Core Values. 

They define the social ethos of a club 
and how people behave with each other 
on and off the field. 

They ensure that the true spirit of the 
game will continue to flourish in these 
modern times. They represent the very 
qualities which forge the fellowship and 
sense of fair play that is so essential to the 
game’s appeal and ongoing success. 

Rugby is far more than a game; its play¬ 
ers join with the opposing side for fun 
and fellowship after the match because 
without them we have no game. 


Dorset & Wilts Rugby Football Union 
recognised that if their clubs are to con¬ 
tinue to grow the game they required a 
plan and process in place to retain the 
Core Values of the game. 

A document outlining the Core Values 
Awards Scheme was produced and sent 
to all Dorset & Wilts clubs together with 
an invitation to attend local meetings 
(Huddles). 

The first round of Huddles were held 
in March. Discussions took place 
using some actual examples that demon¬ 
strated the importance of the five Core 
Values. 

These discussions highlighted the dan¬ 
gers of allowing coaches to create a, 
‘Winning at all Costs Culture’ as well as 
the importance of ‘Enjoyment’ as the key 
Core Value. 

A second round of Huddles were held 
in May to share best practice and discuss 
the framework of a simple Core Values 
Action Plan that would demonstrate that 
a club had implemented a process to pro¬ 
mote, communicate and embed the five 
Core Values throughout its structure. 

Clubs were then asked to submit their 


individual Core Values Action Plans for 
approval. The conclusion was that the 
Core Values Award Scheme has been 
very successful with 29 eligible clubs (80 
per cent) participating. 

In particular, it was well received by 
those clubs who had already begun to 
focus on the importance of the ethos and 
culture created by the five Core Values 
and they welcomed the opportunity to de¬ 
velop a simple process to embed them 
permanently within their structure. 

Overall it has been a very successful 
scheme which once again highlighted the 
need for a close working partnership be¬ 
tween Constituent Bodies volunteers and 
RFU professional staff if the challenges 
facing the game and its community clubs 
are to be met.
